Although the primaries do not occur 
until April 9, several months away as 
yet, there is eyery Indication that 
politics in this district will bo in full 
awing inside of a very short time. 
Some of the candidates have begun al- 
ready to advertise- quite extensively 
and this is atire to bring out the others 
much sooner that they have planned a 
strenuous campaign. 

For the last two or three months the 
candidates have been making visits to 
various parts of the county, feeling out 
their strength and laying their wires. 
CommisBioner Elmer V; Orvis is the 
latest candidate for the office of States 
Attorney. He has made no~formal an- 
nouncement but merely has announced 
to his friends that he will be in the 
race. Ralph Dady has announced that 
he is a candidate for re-election and 
Justice William Weiss also will make 
the run. 

The race for state representative will 
be a mrrry one with a large number of 
candidates. The democratic candidates 
, -who have announced their" candidacy al- 
ready are: Hayes" of Crystal Lake, 
Joseph Freund of West McHenry. and 
Thomas Graham, of Long Lake. 

The republicans in the race are: At- 
torney C. T. Heydecker of, Waukegan, 
Attorney David Jackson of Lake Forest 
and James. Vickers of Harvard. Re- 
presentative Joseph Anderson of Lake 
Forest, elected on the prohibition ticket 
announces that he is a candidate for re- 
election^- In addition it is practically 
qertain that Representative Edward 
' Shurtleff, of Marengo, will make the 
run again aUhough he has made no 
formal announcement to that effect 
For state senator there are but two 
men who are officially in the race as 
yet. They' are Paul MacGufiln of Lib- 
erty ville and Senator A. J. Olson, .who 
IB a candidate for re-election. 

The names of three men are mention- 
ed for the office of county coroner but 
up to the present time but one man has 
made an announcement that he is to 
• make ^the run, Edward Conrad deputy 
coroner, announced some time ago that 
he would make the run this year. 

Coroner J, T. Taylor, of Libertyville, 
has practically admitted that he would 
be a candidate for re-election but as yet 
he yhaa made no formal onnouncement 
to that effect 

The other man mentioned is Dr. John 
Turner who announced a ahort time 
ago that several of his friends had 
urged him to make the run but said 
that he was not yet ready ^o make a 
statement. 

For the position of Circuit Clerk and 
Hecor^er the names of but two men 
have been brought out and both 'of 
these men have made formal announce- 
ments that they are in the race. Lewis 
O. Brockway says that he will be a can- 
didate for re-election. Opposed to him 
will be John Reardon, member of the 
Waukegan school board and at one 
time county court reporter. 



Youne Man's Gun ExiModes and Charge 
^ Enters Right Leg 

William Edward Kines, son of Mrs. 
Frank Kines, of 929 North avenue, 
Waukegan, died at 7 o'clock Tuesday 
mbrnmg at the Janville hospital, Janes- 
ville, Wis., of blood poison. 

Tuesday, October 31, Mr. Kines -was 
seriously injured in the woods north of 
Janesville, where a shot gun he was 
carrying exploded. A heavy load of 
shot and gun cotton was inbeded m his 
rightleg, just above the ankle. He was 
carried to Janesville on the back of his 
companion. When placed on the oper- 
ation table it was found necessary to 
amputate the leg just below his right 
knee. 

Sunday night, November 5, gangrene 
set in. The physician in charge, am- 
putated^the leg a second time just four 
inches below the h!p. Mr. Kines never 
rallied after the second operation. 

Hia wife and five-year old daughter 
were summond to: his bed-aide Sunday 
night and they never left him until he 
gave up his fight for life. 

Mr. Kinea was unable to tell just how 
he met with the accident that coat him 
his life. He told the following story 
to his wife aa he lay on his death-bed: 
"1 was walking at a sloA rate carry- 
ing the ahot-gun.in my right hand. The 
barrel of the gun pointed toward my 
right foot Whether I stumbled or 
whether the trigger of. the gun caught 
in my clotbingl do not;know, I was 
atunned bjy*te shot, and don't believe 
there is any one who can tell how I met 
with the injury. 1 do known that there 
wasnobody responsible for the accident 

but myself." 

The Kines family will be remembered 
by many of our readers, having lived 
for years at Fox Lake where they own- 
ed and conducted the East Side hotel.

ARMOUR FUND PENSION 



IVIcn Employed at Armours Gel Pension 
After wording Twenty Years 

Armour & Company have nnnouncad 
the establishment of a pension fund for 
the benefit of its 15,000 employes 
throughout the United States. The 
fund became operative on November 1. 
J. Ogdoh Armour of. Lake Forest, head 
of the packing mdustry, has pledged a 
donation of $1,000,000 to the fund. 

The fund is created for the benefit of 
salarif d employes who shall have reach- 
ed the age of from Afty-sevon to sixty- 
five years and who have been twenty 
years or more in the service of the com-. 

pany. 

Employes pay into the fund 3 per 
cent of their salaries annually. Upon 
retiremeut they receive 2 per cent of 
the salary paid them at the time of re- 
tirement for each years service— i. e,, 
havinic" served twenty-five years, re- 
ceiving 50 per cent of their salary en 
retirement. 

Women employes are eligible to the 
pension fund. A clause provides that 
upon marriage they are to receive back 
all monyea paid in. All, employes who 
leave the service receive back amounts 
contributed to the fund. 
Pensioned employes may engage in 
other business or accept other employ- 
ment BO long as it Is not of the same 
character as the business conducted by 
Armour & Co.

An Italian section hand employed by 
the Chicago and Milwaukee Electric 
railroad company had his left leg sever- 
ed from hia body near the hip joint at 
Glencoe early Friday morning when he 
raced in front of a limited car to 
save a$L50 shovel which he had left 
laying on one of the tracks. 

The injured man and six other 
Italians were at work repairing tracks 
near Glencoe. The approach of a limit- 
ed train was observed by the foreman of 
the crew who instructed the men to 
leave the track at once. All obeyed 
bis order. Then one man returned to 
save his shovel. Before the motorman 
in charge of the car could stop his 
speeding car it had struck the Italian. 
When picked up by the motorman the 
Italian had lost consciousness. He was 
loaded on a special car and rushed to 
the Jane McAlister hospital in Wauke- 
gan where he died 'on last Saturday 
night. 

An employe of the railroad made the 
statement thatthe young man rushed in 
front of the railroad car to save a 
shovel which he had neglected to_carry, 
off the track when the motorman in 
charge of the car ble\v his warning 
signal. 

The Italian wos 21 years^f age and 
had" been a resident of the United 
States but one week. He had made 
his home with his brother at Winuetka. 
The motorman of the electric company 
was exonerated of all the blame by the 
coroner's fury.

Henry Hartnell, former well known 
young man of the town of Salem, who 
was sent to the state hospital for the 
insane at Mendota for treatment some 
time has been taken to the asylum for 
the incurables at/Racine and he is now 
declared to be'^a mental wreck and 
there is little or no hope of his ever re- 
covering. The case of Hartnell was an 
unusual one and his name has been seen 
on tho dockets of the Kenosha couirts 
many times the past few years. 

Hartnell first came into the limelight 
when he was arrested for setting fire 
to the Evans lumber yard in the western 
part of the county and later it was de- 
veloped thiit ho had a mania for start- 
ing fires. When he was arrested some 
time ago on' charges of setting fire to 
some stacks of hay in the town of 
Salem his relatives insisted that he was 
insane and that he be sent to a state 
institution. 

At the present time charges are pend- 
ing against Hartnell in'the courts of the 
county but it is not expected that he 
will ever be brought back for trial. 



Considering the general depression 
which has existed throughout the coun- 
try for nearly a year past, the Modern 
Woodman of America have had a re- 
markable growth during the past nine 
months according to a report made to 
the executive council by Head Clerk C.

"If lam not greatly mis- 
taken, that the dog ia suffering of 
rabies," Dr. Smith asserted after 
watching the animal a few moments. 
"Nonsense, he isn't mad at all," de- 
clared Mr. Stickney and contrary to the 
admonition of Dra, Smith and Bellows, 
he walked up and started to pat the 
beast on the head. There was a snarl, 
and this time the dog sank his teeth in 
Mr.' Stickney 's leg. 

Then Dr. Smith got busy. Picking 
up a club he proceeded to dispatch the 
animal with a few well directed blows. 
He then decapitated the dog and sent 
the head to Chicago. 

Mr. Stickney declares that he does 
not yet feel any ill effects, of his ex- 
perience and he will not take the treat- 
ment until he is sute that the dog was 
mad. ■, As yet he is not convinced.

Out at Gezira, where all Cairo has 
Itfl renaozvouB at tho Sporting club 
every afternoon In and out of season, 
there exist largo colonies of kites and 
crows. No sooner are the tea tables 
laid out than the former, who have 
been perched on tho qui vivo on the 
adjacent trees, start circling round 
and round. With a sudden dive one 
of these hawklike birds will swoop 
down on the table he has chosen and 
pick off the bread and butter and 
cake. 

New arrivals In Egypt are always 
iVery disconcerted by th^se antics. It 
matters not how many people aro 
seated around tho tables. Tlie kite Is 
no respecter of persons and on one 
crowded afternoon last Bcason, when 
;the German crown princess was tak- 
ilng tea, I remember seeing no fewer 
than elgbt tables swept of tlielr eat- 
ables by as many kites In tho space of 
a few minutes. 

These monster birds add to tho ter- 
ror which they strlko to the heart of 
the new arrival by tho fact that their 
flight is BO sudden and the theft Is 
committed without stopping. They de- 
scribe a curve, the lowest point of 
rwhich 1b the plate of bread and butter 
t>r cake, and so accurate is their de- 
scent that rarely do they leave or drop 
"anything. An amusing factor In this 
othenft-lso rather annoying situation 
Is furnished by the crows, who invorl- 
ably act as scouts for tho kites, and 
tho presence of whom, bopplug about 
the grass, always precedes one of 
these depredatory flights. 

When the coup has been success- 
fully brought off tho crows evince 
'their pleasure by ear splitting caws, 
and proceed to follow the plunderer 
at a respectful distance, possibly in 
order to express their unbounded ad- 
miration In the vain hope of obtain- 
ing a few crumbs. On the golf course 
tho kites are a source of endless trou- 
ble to the players — and Incidentally 
one of great profit to the golf ball 
venders — for It is no unusual thing 
for your ball to be whiffed off Just as 
you are making ready to put after a 
record approach.

The Stepmother In the ClasBlcs. 
Tho ancients wore as bitter on the 
subject of the stepmother as any mod- 
em could be. Their metaphorical uses 
of these words for a stepmother aro 
cruelly slgnlflcant Thus the Romans 
had an expression "to complain to a 
stepmother'* (noverca), meaning to 
complain in vain; and "novercae," be- 
ginning, no doubt, as slang, came to 
bo a recognized term for rough pieces 
of land or for ditches which drained 
off the water Imperfectly and slowly. 
The Greeks were as bad with their 
-word, "metryix." Heslod spoke of 
lucky and unlucky days aa "mother 
end stepmother days," and Aeschylus 
brands a dangerous seaconst as "a 
stepmother to ships." 



Old Joko Appropriately Quoted, 
Senator- Sullivan of New York once 
put In a new form a Joke as old aa 
medicine. The occasion was a ban- 
quet of homeopathic physicians. Dur- 
ing the banquet the usual toasts were 
drunk. To tho health of "the ladles," 
of "tho president," of "Hahnemann, 
the father of homeopathy," ami of a 
dozen other persons and subjects, 
glasses were drained duly, and then, 
all of a sudden, the toastmnater re- 
marked;- "Senator Sullivan has not 
been heard from. Senator Sullivan will 
now propose a health." The senator 
arose and beamed upon the assem- 
blage of physicians. "I propose,*' he 
eald, "the health of tho alclc*' 



Washington. — Tho so-called Italian 
barbarities in Tripoli finally' have 
been brought offlclally to the atten- 
tion of the American government by 
Turkey, through Its ambassador filing 
a request that the United States In- 
tervene in the TrlpoUtan war. ' 

The Turkish foreign oOlco cabled its 
ambassador here to protest against 
the alleged barbarities committed by 
tho Itnllnus In the city of Tripoli and 
Us neighborhood, Turkey taking the 
ground that every citizen of Tripoli 
has n right to hear arms and defend 
the country. Tho Turkish government 
makes the point that while the barbar- 
Itlea hare heretofore been only mat- 
ters of newspaper report they are now 
confirmed as facts. 

Tho acting secretary of stato, Mr. 
Adee, did not feel authorized to make 
the reply of this government to the 
Turkish foreign office. He assured the 
Turkish ambassador, however, that he 
would transmit the Turkish communi* 
cation Immediately to Secretary of 
State Knox, who is out of town. Tho 
United States Is not a member of the 
European concert and there will nat- 
urally bo a long ' discussion of the 
rights of the United. States In the 
premises before .a reply Is sent to 
Turkey. ^ 

If the United States should grant 
Turkey's request It so happens that 
the Atlantic fleet Is ready, but it la 
not expected that the United States 
would act without ascertaining the 
truth or falsity of the stories of cruel- 
ties to Arabs and Turks, and even in 
that event It Is scarcely probable that 
tho United States would commit itself 
to physical Intervention. 

The reply, therefore, of the United 
States, If one becomes necessary with- 
in a day or two, would be that Turkey 
should appeal and got redress from 
the signatories of tho Berltn treaty 
first. 

Malta. — The Turkish and Arab 
forces havo attacked the Italians at 
Tripoli and a heavy engagement Is 
being fought. 

The battle started when tho Turkish 
artillery began to shell the city, In 
which tho Invaders are virtually pris- 
oners. The Turks havo advanced 
their lines until now.they are near the 
Italian outposts. They are expected 
to storm the city at any moment. Tho 
Italians so far have held their own at 
long range firing, but refugees state 
that they face certain defeat It the at- 
tacking force carries the battle within 
the city. 

The exact strength of the Turkish 
forces Is not known, but it is stated 
that they havo concentrated oU avail- 
able men for this battle. Thousands 
of Arabs are In tho ranks, and the 
army Is being augmented hourly by 
Bedouins and Arabs from the Soudan, 
who havo come to carry on a holy 
war. 



NIncty-Nlne Shlpo of War Fire Preal- 
dentlal Salute aa Commander In 
— Chief la Passed. 

New . York.-^Fresh from his cross- 
contlnent tour of 13,000 miles. Presi- 
dent Taft, from the wind-swept bridge 
of tho historic littlo cruiser yacht 
Mayflower, reviewed tho mightiest 
line of 'fighting craft ever assembled 
.under the American flag. 

Standing on the briHge of tho May- 
flower, anchored oft Twenty-third 
street, the president braved a GO-mlle 
gale to receive the homage of 22 great 
steel-clad leviathans steaming down 
tile river along the shore of New York 
city. 

After reviewing tho fleet the presi- 
dent left^for Hot Springs, Va, 

Before his departure the president 
Issued the following statement: 

"Those who saw tho fighting fleet 
which was asBomblcd In New- York 
harbor could not fall to be struck with 
Its preparedness and with Its high mil- 
itary cfilclency and must have been 
proud of Its personnel, 
, "I am more than ever convinced of 
the desirability of conferring upon 
the commanding officer of our fleet the 
title of admiral, or at^least of vlce-ad- 
mlral. At present the ranking olllcer 
Is rear admiral and this title Is not 
commensurate with the Importance 
of the fleet. At .the review of the' Ger- 
man fleet at Kiel. a. smaller number 
of ships were under the command of 
a full admiral; two squadrons were 
commanded by vice-admirals, and each 
of four divisions was commanded by 
a rear admiral."

Aviator Lands at Pasadenai Cal., and 

Finishes Greatest Feat In World^a 

Air Navigation. 

Los Angeles, Cal. — Tho continent 
has been crossed In an airship. 

Calbralth P. Rodgers In his Wright 
VIn Fiz flyer landed nt Pasadena, 
completing tbe most marvelous feat 
of aviation In history. 

Although Rodgers has been - forty- 
nine days making the record-breaking 
flight, his actual flying time was but 
a littlo more than 100 hours, but a few 
hours less than the running time oC 
tho fastest trons-contlnental trains, • 

Mrs. Rodgers was tho first to greet 
him when he stepped from his . seat 
In the acrpolane. She had followed 
him all the way from New York dur- 
ing the long journey, the special train 
keeping pace with tho flyer. . 

Tho crowd was upon Rodgers In a 
moment and must have torn him to 
pieces for souvenirs but for a strong 
guard of special police. But tho 
crowd would not be denied, and after 
the first mad enthusiasm had subsid- 
ed the aviator held an Impromptu re- 
ception, shaking hands with hundreds 
who passed by In line. At the con- 
clusion the airman was seized and 
carried triumphantly upon the shoul- 
ders of a reception committee. 

During his transcontinental filght 
Rodgers landed In oir passed through 
ton states and flew approximately 
3,634 mllos. Ho has mot with eleven 
accidents and his machine was 
wrecked seven times. 

He has lost nine days on account of 
theso accidents and damaged ma* 
chine, been delayed five days on ac- 
count of wind and rested up five days 
at different points en route.

Constitution Adopted Provides For 
Perpetuity of Manchu Dynasty 
But Curtails Power of Throne — 
Fall of Wasung Expected Soon. 



Shanghai. — Tho city of Shanghai 
was taken over by tbe rebels without 
a battle, tho authorities ollering no 
reslstancQ and the " troops of the 
Klangnan arsenal joining tho invad- 
ing forces. 

A large force or rebels has set out 
for WuBung, ten miles up tho river, 
and a report that tho city has fallen, 
together with all tho forts along tho 
river, Is expected hourly. 

Othor forces aro advancing on Nan- 
kin and Chlng Klang. The province 
of Yunnan seceded and declared its 
Independence. 

Tho capture of this city was accom- 
plished with astonishing case. There 
has been no lighting or disorder and 
tho sudden movement was unexpect- 
ed. 

Pelting. — I'he national assembly 
completed a draft of the bases upon 
which It proposes to construct tho 
now constitution of China, It was 
submitted to tbe throne and accepted 
Immediately. The tentative plan pro- 
vides for-tho perpetuity of tho Manchu 
dynasty. The- power of tho craperor 
la closely restricted by the constitu- 
tion, which la to be written by the 
national aosembly. 

The Imperial princes are made In- 
eligible to tho oHIcos of premier, mem- 
bers of the cabinet and administrators 
of tho provinces. 

Hongkong.— Fighting is still In 
progress In Hankow, according to 
lato dispatches received bore. Tbe 
city Is described as a pile of ruins 
with bodies strewn everywhere. Tbe 
battle there between the royalists and 
tho rebela Is believed to bo the most 
vicious of tho revolution.

SORE EYES 
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WHAT LIMESTONE DOES FOR SOILS^^ ^^^ 

OF COUNTIES IN SOUTHERN ILLINOIS 





Where Ciovcp Wna Seeded Without LImeBtono.*

There are some thirty-five counties 
in southern Illinois — practically one- 
third of tho state— the soils of which 
can never be made permanently pro- 
ductive without tho use of lime to 
sweeten tho soil. The soils of this 
Breat'area are almost without excep- 
tion markedly ncJd or sour. The re- 
sult of this condition la ttie almost to- 
tal lack of clover and other biennial 
or perennial legumes on tho farms. 
Without legume crops there Is no 
practical way of supplying tho organic 
matter and nitrogen to the soil, and 
without organic matter and nitrogen 
the soli is llfclcsB and unproductive. 

Southern Illinois has long been look- 
ed upon as a good coal mining sec- 
tion, but, poor for farming. Much of 
it Is still underlain with rich deposits 
of high-grade coal, from which mil- 
lions of dollars are brought Into tho 
country every year. The permanent 
wealth of southern Illinois, however, 
Is not In her coal mines," but In 'her 
Boll. Tho coal mines become exhaust- 
ed and abandoned, but the soil 'Wlth 
Intelligent management should bo 
mado to produce more and more as 
tlmo goes dii. 

It is encouraging to note that a very 
great Interest Is being manifested by 
the farmers and landowners of this 
section of the state In matters per- 
taining to better methods, of farming, 
especially to that of soil Improve- 
ment. Ten years ago It wna first dls- 
covered by tho Illinois Agricultural 
Experiment Station that the greatest 
causo of clover failure In southern 
Illinois was duo to soil acidity. Prev- 
ious to this time farmers hud seeded 
clover year after year, with the same 
result— failure. Ten years ngo tho 
flrst lime used for agricultural pur- 
poses In tho state was used on several 
of tho soil experiment fields by tho 
experiment station of the University 
of Illinois. Tho results wore so star- 
tling that a few of the beat farmers 



took up tho use of lime on a large 
scale. The use bos grown from noth- 
ing ten years ago to probably thirty 
thousand tons in 1911, In the next 
flvo years there will certainly bo an 
annual use of one hundred thousand 
tons and iiosslbly a much larger 
amount. Burned Umo was used . at 
first, not bocausc of choice, hut be* 
cause it was impossible to get ground 
limestone. Now limestone Is used al- 
together. Tho convicts In the south 
ern Illinois penitentiary are largely 
employed In grinding limestone for ag- 
ricultural purposes and many private 
quarries have Installed machinery for 
the purpose. The cost of the material 
Is exceedingly low, ranging from 50 
cents to $1 per ton on hoard the cars. 
The railroads of the state have also 
agreed to assist In the good work by 
making an especially low freight rate. 
It Is now possible to have Umestono 
delfvercd In carload lots to almost any 
part of the state at a cont not to ex- 
ceed $1.50 per ton. 

•While tho use of Ilmoatone Is pri- 
marily to stimulate tho growth of 
clover and other legumes, neverthe- 
less all other crops are greatly bene- 
fited. As an average of the last seven 
years limestone has Increased tho 
yield of wheat and corn on the Odin 
experiment field 5.6 bushels and 4.8 
bushels per acre respectively. On tho 
Ewlng experiment field limestone in- 
creased tho yield of wheat 7.G bushels 
per acre and the yield of oats 13.9 
bushels per acre in 1911. On tho 
Raleigh experiment field the Incrcaso 
duo to limestone was 7.2 bushels of 
wheat and 16.5 bushels of oats per 
acre In 1911. Limestone increased 
the yield of clover on the Vienna ex- 
periment field as an average of the 
last two years 1.10 tons per acre, from 
practically nothing to more than a ton 
of clean clover hny. The accompany- 
ing photographs show in a very strik- 
ing way tlio oflect of lime on the clov- 
er crop on the soils of southern llll- 
nolB.

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COLLEGE OF AGRI- 
CULTURE IMPROVED 



By DEAN E. DAVENPORT, 
Unlvertlty of Illinois. 

No improvement In the agricultural 
interests of tho University of Illinois 
within the last ton years can compare 
with tho advances which will result 
from tho appropriations received for 
agriculture from the last general -ns- 
sembly. In many ways these ad- 
vances are extremely noteworthy and 
will result In what will practlcnlly bo 
a new era for tho College of Agricul- 
ture, particularly when we consider 
tho Indirect benefits bound to arise 
from corresponding progress In other 
colleges of the university. 

Of course the most noticeable Im- 
provement will bo;the buildings result- 
ing from the ?in3,000 appropriation 
for now construction. .The alterations 
In tho farm mechanics building are al- 
ready woll forward. The reconstruc- 
tion of the agronomy, greenhouses Is 
under way, as Is tlib completion of 
tho horticultural floM laboratory. Bids 
are In for the greenhouses and tho 
phinL-breedlng house, to complete tho 
glass plant of the horticultural 
grounds. Besides theso thcro will fol- 
low a clinic building, some Incxpenslvb 
construction for the sheltering of 
sheep, a dairy Investigation barn on 
the south farm, and last of alt a.flOO,- 
000 structure to J flhelter- tho work In 
fitonk Judging and to core for tho apeo- 



imens which may bo loaned. 

A considerable addition to the equip- 
ment of the farm mechanics laboratory 
has been provided for, and some $19',- 
000 are available for additional live 
stock specimens, especially In cattle 
and horses, where our needs are great- 
est. 

Tho very considerable Increase In 
funds^for the maintenance of Instruc- 
tion will enable the university to put 
In some now linos of work not repre- 
sented before and to greatlystrcngth- 
cn others. For example, forty acres 
of additional land have been pui'- 
chascd and on a portion of this a 
poultry pjaht has been begun. This 
permits the university for the first 
Umo to offer Instruction In poultry 
husbandry to regular college classes. 
A considerable fund Is provided for 
t(fo subject of forestry, and as soon 
as a suitable man can he found tho 
students will have the benefit of bis 
instruction. The university has been 
strong In the teaching of the chem- 
istry and physics of soil and It will 
now bo prepared to give equal facili- 
ties along the lino of soil biology. A 
very considerable Increase In the laud- 
scape gardening work has been pro- 
vided for, ^s well as In floriculture. In 
tho very near future greatly improved 
Instruction In ;nnlmal pathology will 
'be afforded. 

All this has boon done \y'ii',;.'^ut ex- 
pense to the experiment H'jMn and 
without sacrificing any of the funds 
for special ihveBtlgatlona.heretotoro, 
coming to tho unlvoralty. ..-^

CANADA'S CENSUS 

A THIRTV-TWO PER CENT IN- 
CREASE IN THE PAST TEN 
YEARS. 

'That Canada has como rapidly to 
the front In the past ten years Is am- 
ply shown In the results of the census 
recently made public. The population 
of the Dominion is now placed at 
7,081,869, v.'hlch with outlying points 
to be heard from, may bring it up to 
7^4 minions as compared with 5,371,- 
Jtl5 In 1901. Though these figures are 
large, they do not present a total as 
large as was expected, but tliey do 
thow a greater increase of percentage 
In population for the decade than any 
'similar increase In the Unlied States. 
The highest percentage ever reached 
by the Republic was 24%; the per- 
centage of Increase In Canada for tho 
decade Is 32%. Thus It will be seen 
that the provinces west of the lakes, 
with tho great broad fertile acres 
ready for tho sowing and Immediate 
reaping of grain and- the Valleys of 
British Columbia capable of producing 
fruit with which to supply Its neigh- 
boring provinces oast of tho moun- 
tains, have attracted numbers, which 
has exceeded the most optimistic of 
the expectations of ten years ago. 

Upon the prairies of tho ten years 
ago thcro was but a spare scattering 
Df people; but today, no matter in 
which way you go, take any direction, 
and you find homes and farms and. 
good, ones too, occupied by the very 
best class of people in good sized set- 
tlements with plenty of room for five 
or six times as many more. The pop- 
ulation of Alberta Is set down at 372,- 
919, as compared with 73,022 in 1901; 
Baslcatchewan 453,508 as compared 
with 91,270 in 1901; Manitoba's 454,- 
691 compares well with its 255,211 in 
1901; and so does that of British Co- 
lumhla— 362,768 as against 178,657 in 
1901;. but In a territory as large as 
this a population of 1,643,000 is little 
more than discernible in point of num- 
bers. Tho work through it has been 
great Look at the towns that have 
been built up; its cities, Winnipeg 
with 135,000; Vancouver with uiP^ards 
of 100,000; Calgary with 43,000; Ed- 
monton, Hegtna, Saskatoon; Leth- 
bridge ; Medicine Hat, Mooaejaw, 
splendid cities— none better any- 
where; well maintained and equipped. 
Theso have come with existence and 
been built as they have been built by 
reason of tho splendid agricultural 
country by which they are surround- 
ed. Tho population Is scarcely dis- 
cernible. A population ten or twelve 
times that shown by the recent 
census could be easily maintained In 
even greater -wealth than that which 
maintains tho present numbers. Thero 
is certainly a wonderful future for 
Western Canada and that which goes 
to the development of tho west will 
enrich tho last. This Is the growing 
tlmo in Canada and what has been 
done in the past ten years is but a 
beginning. The next decade will 
show a far greater advancement In 
the meantime Canada is bidding wel- 
come the progressive and industrious 
citizen. Tho invitation Is a standing 
one. At tho forthcoming land exposi- 
tion In Chicago, Canada will havo one 
of the best exhibits of. farm products 
that has ever been mado and It will 
be well worth while Inspecting it and 
getting Information from those who 
may be in charge.
